This  booklet  is  dedicated  to  preserving  the  memory  of  those 
Lynnfield  servicemen  who  gave  their  lives  in  the  service  of 
our  country .  We  are  forever  indebted  to  them . 


The  pictures  of  the  servicemen  and  the  accompanying  newspaper 
accounts  are  presented  in  the  order  in  which  the  young  men  died. 
There  is  one  exception  to  this  rule:  Paul  Pinkham  is  listed  first 
because  he  became  a  prisoner-of-war  on  May  6,  1942 ,  and 
remained  a  Japanese  prisoner  until  his  death  on  October  24, 
1944.  Paul  had  been  a  prisoner  for  one  full  year  (  and  Japan 
had  extended  its  empire  across  much  of  the  Pacific)  before 
America  was  ready  to  go  on  the  offensive.  The  first  Pacific  island 
the  Americans  took  back  was  the  tiny  island  of  Attu  in  the 
Aleutians.  Lloyd  Elwell,  the  first  man  from  Lynnfield  to  die  in 
WWIl,  was  killed  in  action  during  the  bitter  fighting  on  Attu. 

The  purpose  of  this  booklet  is  to  introduce  the  reader  to  each  of 
the  young  servicemen  from  Lynnfield  who  died  in  World  War  II 
and  Korea  and  Vietnam.  Although  relatively  few  in  number, 
they  represented  virtually  every  branch  of  the  service.  Some 
fought  in  well-publicized  battles;  others  fought  in  remote  areas 
little  known  to  most  Americans.  Almost  all  of  them  died  a  very 
long  way  from  home.

Paul  Webster  Pinkham  of  Main 
st,  Lyrinfield  Center,  a  fireman, 
second  class,  of  the  U.  S.  Navy  has 
been  reported  missing.  He  is  the 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Pink¬ 
ham. 

Pinkham  enlisted  in  the  navy  two 
years  ago.  After  training  at  New¬ 
port,  R.  I.,  he  was  sent  to  the  West 
Coast,  where  he  was  assigned  to 
duty  with  the  Pacific  Fleet  on  board 
the  U.  S.  S.  Arizona.  Before  the 
Arizona  was  bombed  at  Pearl  Har¬ 
bor,  he  was  transferred  to  the 
Asiatic  Fleet  and  assigned  to  a  sub¬ 
marine  tender,  the  Canopus.  As  far 


as  his  parents  know  he  has  not- 
been  transferred  again.  . 

On  Dec.  19,  Mrs.  Pinkham  re¬ 
ceived  a  telegram  of  Christmas 
greetings  from  her  son  sent  from 
Manila,  and  on  May  12,  a  telegram 
from  Washington  said  Paul  was 
“reported  missing  when  the  Manila 
Bay  area  capitulated."  No  more 
definite  report  has  been  received. 

He  attended  Wakefield  High- 
School,  leaving  there  to  enlist.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Melrose  Order 
of  DcMolay. 

He  would  have  been  20  next 
month.

Paul  Pinkham,  fireman  2/c,  U.  S. 
Navy,  a  prisoner  of  the  Japanese 
since  1942  following  the  capitulation 
of  the  Manila  Bay  area,  is  now  re¬ 
ported  to  have  died  on  Oct.  24,  1944. 

This  information  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  by  his  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
John  Pinkham,  formerly  of  930 
Main  st,  Lynnfield  Center,  in  a  tele¬ 
gram  from  the  War  Department.  It 
came  as  a  special  shock,  because 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pinkham  had  received 
two  cards,  the  usual  prison  form 
communications,  undated,  from 
their  son  within  recent  weeks,  lead¬ 
ing  them  to  hope  for  his  safety. 

The  telegram  stated  that  he  went 
down  on  a  ship,  Oct.  24,  1944,  which 
is  about  the  time  when  Japanese 
prison  ships  v.ere  sunk  as  they  were 
removing  prisoners  from  the  Philip¬ 
pines,  presumably  to  Japan. 


He  would  have  been  23  years  old 
on  July  2.  He  had  been  in  the 
navy  live  years,  enlisting  in  1940. 
He  received  training  at  Newport,  R. 
I.,  then  went  to  the  West  Coast  and 
was  assigned  to  duty  with  the  Pa¬ 
cific  F’leet,  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Arizona. 
Before  the  bombing  of  the  Arizona 
at  Pearl  Harbor  he  was  transferred 
to  the  Asiatic  fleet,  and  assigned  to 
the  submarine  tender,  Canopus. 

His  parents  received  a  telegram 
of  Christmas  greeting  on  Dec.  19, 
1941,  and  heard  no  more  until  the 
War  Department  reported  him  miss¬ 
ing  on  May  12,  1942. 

He  was  attending  Wakefield  High 
School  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Melrose 
Order  of  DeMolay.

Tuttle  Family  Puzzled  Over  Telegram 
of  Sympathy  Until  Official  Word 
Arrived  This  Morning 


Word  was  officially  received 
from  the  War  Department,  this 
morning:,  that  Staff  Sgt.  Charles 
Wesley  Tuttle,  son  of  Thomas 
Albert  Tuttle  of  Forest  Hill  ave, 
Lynnfield  Center,  was  kiUed  in 
action  in  New  Guinea  on  Aug:. 
7. 


No  notification  of  the  young 
man’s  death  had  been  previously 
received,  nor  had  it  been  received 
up  to  last  evening  either  by  his  fa¬ 
ther  or  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Ruth  Tut¬ 
tle  of  Lynn,  but  last  night  Mr. 
Tuttle  had  a  telegram  of  sympathy 
from  the  office  of  the  adjutant- 
general  in  Washington.  Until  this 
morning,  this  created  considerable 
doubt  in  the  family. 

Sgt.  Tuttle  enlisted  in  the  Air 
Corps  in  July,  1942.  He  began  his 
training  as  a  gunner  in  Florida  and 
had  been  overseas  for  several 


months.  A  short  time  ago  he  wrote 
his  father  that  he  had  been  hos¬ 
pitalized  for  a  wound  received  in 
action,  but  had  recovered  and  was 
eager  to  get  back  into  action. 

He  has  one  son,  Robert,  4  years 
old,  who  has  made  his  home  for 
the  past  year  with  Sgt.  Tuttle’s  sis¬ 
ter,  Mrs.  Mildred  Lisi,  at  the  Tuttle 
home  on  Forest  Hill  ave,  Lynnfield 
Center. 

Two  brothers  are  in  the  service — 
Lt.  Albert  W.  Tuttle  of  the  Army 
Military  Police  and  Sgt.  Gordon 
Tuttle,  Army  Air  Corps,  now  sta¬ 
tioned  in  California. 

Sgt.  Tuttle  was  a  graduate  of 
Wakefield  High  School  and  was 
well-known  as  a  ball  player.. 

For  the  past  few  years  he  and  his 
family  had  lived  in  Lynn,  where  he 
was  employed  at  the  Haskell  Lum¬ 
ber  Company.

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Note:  John  E.  Harriss,  Jr.  joined  the  R.A.F.  in  July,  1941,  just  after  his  18th 
birthday.  His  family  had  moved  to  England  in  1937.  By  the  time  John,  Jr. 
completed  R.A.F.  pilot  training  in  February,  1943,  the  United  States  was  a  full 
participant  in  the  war;  so  John  requested  and  received  a  transfer  to  the 
U.S. Air  Force,  in  which  he  served  until  his  death.  Since  the  Harriss  family 
was  still  in  England  at  the  time  John  was  declared  “Missing  in  Action,  ”  the 
U.S.  War  Department  sent  the  telegram  to  his  parents  by  way  of  General 
Eisenhower ’s  Headquarters  in  England.

South 
Lynnfield,  was  killed  in  action  in 
Italy  on  April  16,  according  to  a 
telegram  received  from  the  War 
Department  by  his  parents,  Satur¬ 
day  morning.
